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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Office Action fails to 
identify a shaded region that defines operational time period in any of the cited prior arts. In response, Shah clearly shows a shaded region 
that defines an operation time period in Fig. 2. Applicant argues that Shah discloses a "step function" line graph, which merely consists of a 
line and not an area. In response, the line shown by Shah in Fig. 2 does represent certain area. The line itself has its own thickness that 
defines an area. Additionally, the term "area" was broadly interpreted as, "any particular extent of space or surface." Applicant argues that 
Cairns et al. teach a simplistic using of shaded and unshaded region and the claims are directed to more complex method of using shaded 
and unshaded areas. In response, Cairns et al. was used for teaching of the general concept of providing an unshaded area within a 
shaded area. When Cairns et al. used together with Shah and Kunihisa, they teach the claimed method of using shaded and unshaded 
area. Applicant argues that the use of an unshaded area indicative of a present temperature range within a shaded area indicative of an 
operational time period provides convenient, easy-to-understand display that is not disclosed, taught or suggested by the cited references. 
In response, claims do not require that the display be convenient and easy to understand. Additionally, the use of an unshaded area 
indicative of a present temperature range within a shaded area indicative of an operational time period is obvious over Shah in view of 
Kunihisa and further in view of Cairns et al as it was indicated in the Office Action mailed on 06/06/2008. Applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection remains.
